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Applicants arguments filed 1 0-1 7-06 have been fully considered arid are understood 
but tliey are not persuasive since such is not reflected in the claim's process steps that 
would distinguish the claim from that of the prior art because it Is note reflected In the 
claimed language. Claim 20 remains to be interpreted within the scope of the 
reference since the recited "applying: is functional language and is not supported by 
further recitations in the claim of sufficient structure to accomplish the function.

Without such clarity of structure, the art of record remains within the scope of 
the present claim and the Applicant's arguments although understood and appreciated 
are moot on those basis.
